The Professor, as our readers will remsmor, presides over 
the theological facalty of Leyden University, and represents a school of students 
who apply to religion and its history the rigid laws of scientific criticism, Tug 
subject selected for the course that has just been published was the development 
of Jodaism, with an introductory lecture on Islam, and cuncluding ones on 
Christianity and Buddhism. The scientific temper of the volume, although it 
may not prove satisfactory to the orthodox, will in itself be no matter for surprise 
to avy person acquainted with the progress made of late years by Continental 
professors of theology. Another fact to which attention is called on the title. 
page of the new book must, however, have been regarded with astonishment by 
many of our readers when it was first brought to their notice some months ago, 
The lectures ‘were delivered: for the first time not in London,-but at Oxford, 
where, in spite of some scattered evidetice to the contrary, religions orthodczy 
still maintains its ancient hold, The singular fact admits of but one inference, 
It shows that a truce, which may perhaps be the preliminary of a permanent 
peace, has for the time been made in that ancient seminary of learning between 
the representatives of science aud religion.. Aniths lesson thus taught ought 
Whoever amongst us takes the cowardly view that 
religion is really endangered by scientific investigation must admit that Jadaism, 
together with Christianity, is placed jst now in a perilous position. But the 
They know that scieoce is incapable 
of weakening their faith, and to offer her resistance when she claims to subject 
religion to her scrutiny is to endow ber with the fietitions strength that conetant 
opposition is sure to evoke in even the weakest foe. Oxford is determined not 
to fall a victim to any craven fears, and has thus evinced a wisdom which we 
should feel satisfied to see followed universally. 


Professor Monier Williams points out, in the current number of the Nine. 
teenth Century; how largely Mohamed ‘drew upon Jewish sources for the 
elements of his teaching, The Koran owes much not only to the Pentateuch, 
but. to the Talmud and the Rabbinical legends. Abraham Geiger drew attention 
to this fact many years ago in an essay entitled “ Was hat Mobamed aus dem 
Judenthum aufgenommes,” which established his character for learning aod 
literary ekill. 


Professor Williams refers. to the tolerant spirit of Mehamed. It was his 
hope to found a religion which should unite Jew, Christian, and Arab. Hoe did 
‘not sueceed-any more than the founder of any ‘other religion has eucceeded 


But his tolerant teachiog, forgotten though it was whea the earlier Caliphs 
sought to spread Islam with the help of the eword, has left an incffaceable intla.. 
ence on Mohammedan policy. The Jew discovered this: long ago to his great 
joy. Maltreated and proscribed by the Caurch, he founda safe asylum onder 
the rale of the Muslim. Bajazet was the antidote to Torquemadta. ‘* It is 
better,”’ writes the Jewish annalist of the Middle Agee,“ to live under Ishmael 
(Islam) than under Edom (Christianity).” The history of Israel woul! have 
been more mournfal even than it is had it not been for Mohammedan toleration, 
Even to-day the victims of Russian persecution are hopefully fixing their eyes 


on the Turkish Government, trusting to find peace and security under its «gis, 


There can be no question, whatever may be thought of Islam as a whole, . 
that it bas its favourable features, and that its introduction did good. It ban- 
ished idolatry from among the superstitious Arabs, and held out to them a 
higher moral ideal. Unfortunately it has gone the way of moet religions, aod — 


has become corrupt. Aad atill more uahappily, it zives no evidence of acaps- 
city for progress. It is not likely ever to accommdate itself. to the spiritval 


wants of such an age as the preseat. To the Jew, however, Mahommedani-m 


will always be a subject of interest, inasmuch as its cardinal doctrine—that of 
Divine Unity—is the one great foundation of his own creed.

THE RUSSIAN FUND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—In No. 692 of your esteemed paper you give a rough estimate of the 
soms collected in the various countries of the world for the benefit of the 
sufferers by the Rassian persecutions. Permit me to correct your statement as 
regards France, which is very much below its real importance. Up to this date 
the united committee, presided over by Victor Hago and Baron de Rothashild, 
has received £35,000. The expenditure was : £5,000 contribution to the Mansion 
House Committee; £2,000 to the Emigrants’ Aid Society, New York ; £1,000 
to Balta,and Brody ; total £8,000. There remaine £27,000. The Allianee Israélite 
Universelle has collected till now: From sundry French contributors, £20,000 ; 
from the Germav, Belgian, Datch, Swiss, Italian and Danish brauchos, 
£16,000; from Baron de Hirsch, £40,000; total, £76,000. The sums were 
employed as follows in rongh figores, viz.: 1,700 emigrants provided for and 
sent to America, £17,000 ; contribution to the American committees, £6,000 ; 
to the Vienna Committee, £2,000; to the Hamburg Committee (promised) 
£2000; to the Mansion House Fund, £2,000; to Constantinople and Smyraa, 
41.000; to Elizabethgrad, Kieff, Balta and Warsaw, £5,000 ; tent to Brody for 
the maintenance of the refogees daring Winter, £5000; Pat. aside for the 
education of 65 Russian children at Jaffa and Vienna, £12,000 ; balance, £50,000; 
available at Baron de Hirsch’s, £18,000, available in hands of the Alliance,

THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES IN CANADA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE *“ JEWISH CHRONICLE. . 

Sin,—l beg to confirm the cablegram despatched by me on the 12th ult, in 
conjunction with Mr. Louis Davis, President of the Montreal Branch of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, to the effect that the Jewish refagees in Manitoba were 
ec ffering severely and to strongly dissuade further emigration to the Dominion 
fur the present. 

We were prompted to direct your immediate attention to the matter,. in 
order that the facts might be publicly known. Tas actual arrivals, eo far, to 
Canada—apart from some 300, of whom we have advice as being er route— 
tave reached from 15 to 20 per cent. of the total number sent to the United 
States, whereas our Jewish population is considerably less than 1 per cent. of 
theirs, aud is comparatively much poorer. Thus, while we are all fully alive to 
the exigencies of the case, and doing our utmost to meet them, the ardaous 
labour entailed falls wholly upon a very few individuals. There are only three 
Jewieh communities in Canada, at Montreal, Toronto, and Hamilton respectively, 
and in the last-ramed place the burden of charitable and communal work 
devolves almost exclasively upon a single gentleman 

In Winnipeg; whither the balk of the refugees have been shipped, there are 
but seven Jewish families, and they have started business there very recently. 
‘jhe city being a new one, and the population increasing rapidly, as a natural 
consequence there is a grat ineufliciency of dwelling accommodation ef any 
kind, acd exorbitant rents are demanded. Food is exceedingly high in price, 
particularly aniwal food such as gur people are allowed to eat, and the refugees 
are therefore incapable of working as farm labourers and at railway conatructjon 
the same as their Christian neighbours engaged at those occupations, who keep 
up their etrength by subsisting mainly upon pork. 
It is yet to be seen what will be the final result of these shipments of our 
sorely tried brethren, which, doubtlessly, were made under extreme emergency. 
The relief committees established at Moatreal and Toronto have, after mutual 
deliberation, decided to retain down here ajl those now coming out with through 
tickets to Mauitoba, and moreover, we shall most likely be compelled later on, 
as Winter approaches, to remove a large proportion of tiose already in that pro- 
vince. We are informed by them that they were promised that land and all other 
neccssary facilities would be given them, which it is self evident, is quite out of 
the question at preset, owingto lack ef means and absence of organization. 
Tee difliculties confronting us could be overcome by colonizing in communities 
on business principles. A Colonization Cowpany conld acquire from the Do 


minion Goveramert, and probably from the Cauadian Pacific Railway Syndicate, |

‘Lhis land will it. is contidently auticipated, be worth from five to ten times

In addition to the funds required for the pur hase of the land, about £100 
sterling would have to be advanced to.each family to erect a homestead, buy 
azricultural implements, aod live until the first crop was harvested, For the 
iepayment of the advances, together with fair interest, the Coloniza ion 
Company could hold as security the land deeded to the settler and all improve- 
nents thereon. Apart from the good field thus offered to the capitalist for

THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE “JRWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Deeply impressed, like 80 many theusanda of my fellew creatures, 
by the sofferings of our Russian coereligionista, and dreading the further trials ’ 
which are in store for those awong them whio follow the advice so freely 
tendered ‘by several Igbrew journals that they should emigrate to Palestine, | 
venture to trouble you with a few observations in opposition to the movement, 
Without in any way disputing the good intentions of the partizans—the Magid 
at theirhead—of the colonization of the land of our ancestors, I ask with some 
anxiety whether they have formed a correct idea of the difficulties by which 
the enterprise is beset ? Being well acquainted with Palestine, lam able. to 
speak with some wuthority on the subject. | 

Patting aside all other details, [ may mention that the most fertile part of 
Palestine, viz, the region beyond the Jordan, ie inhabited by Bedouins, who 
very often defy the authority of the Pashas and who certainly would not receive 
our brethren from Russia with open arms. To commence with, therefore, it 
would be necessary to organize a strong corps of gendarmes, a measure which, 
taking into account the present disposition of the Sultan, it would be almost 
iu possible to carry into effect. Besides, what could our brethren do in a coun- 
try where everyting has yet to be created, where there are no canals or roads, 
and where the implements used for agricultural purposes are of the most rudi- 

entary character ? It istruethat time and millions would work wouders, but 
where are the fabulons sums which would be required to make the movement 
a success, and to support the colonists until the ground produced’ enough to 
ensure their gaining a living? It is also necessary to take into account the. 
deplorable dissensions which exist among the Jewish inhabitenta of the Holy 
Land. Must we not fear that a large conglomeration in a country where there 
are already too many germs of discord, which would be increased by the alvent 
of Russian Jews who, as it is, are not too well united among themvclves, would 
prodace resnite more disastrous to Judaism than those we how deplore 
would require something little short of a miracle to unite the several conflict- 
ing elements, At the present moment the most orthodox and the most 
intlaential Rabbis in Palestine vehemently condeinn every work of progress, and 
they excommunicate the schools as well as. thowe who believe. that the future 
of Judaism consists above all in honest labour, and not in a life of indolence. 
Is it not to be feared that the influence of such doctrines and preachers would 
act unfavourably on the colonies ? 

Mach has been written about a Colonization Committee which has beon 


formed at Jaffa. ‘According to private information which | have received, thia _ 
Committee is little less than a snare. 


Many persons who, on the faith of the 
a'!vocates of colonization, repaired to have passed through this city on 
their way back to Kussia, full of bitterness and completely freed trom illusion, 
Among them is Dr. J——th, of Oleasa, who assured me Cat he had seen at 
Jaffa numerous emigrants literally dying froin starvation in the opea air, after - 
they had been robbed of the little they possessed by vagabonds who marked 
them out as their prey as soon as the ships conveying the fugitives entered the 
por’.

I have no cenbt that you will ayree with me that it is better fer ¢ very individual 
member of thie Arrociation to read etudy for himee!f and herself, for etcli stady 
would convey more adequate ideas Of the work of the Association than could possibly 
be conveyed by any mere words of mine. Lat this particular year has been one of 
the greatest immpertanece to our brethren—to our coreligionista in Ruesia. We

We must 
not forget—it cannot be too often repested—that if we want to disarm persecution 
we must spread edacation; and deprive the men only toa ready and too willing to 
accept any exctise to pereccute, of toe plea which they have had too ready to hand, 
We must remove the porsibility of thetr pleading the ignorance or the semi-state of 
barbariem of the Racsian or of any other Jew w'om they wonld perse:nte. (Hear, 
hear.) And here the utility of this Association is marked in the highest degree, 
We know from this report. that there is no part of the world (eo for as our funds 
will extend) in which we do not try to en!tivate and educate. And here we know 
that we are planting in 9 fertile eoi!. Weall know, and I say that no one can enc- 
cessfully diapute it, that among all the nations of the earth the Jows are prominent 
for their intelligence, and therefore it would be a double sin if we, a Jewish Asoci. 
ation, were not to cultivate that intelligence which is ) prominent amonest its own 
members. (Ifear, hear)... I should tay that up to the present the efforts of the 
Association have been eminently but I need hardly tell you, as practical 
men, that a scheme so large aa that which we have set before eurselves is very 
expensive ; and it would be # sin if the Jewish nation, as rich as it is intelligent. 
should allow the good work of the Association to flog or diminish {n any way. for 
want of funds. Bat whilst we congratalate oursee'vee upon our euocessfal efforts 
up to the present, we should be wanting in gratitade if we did not express, with no 
ancertain sound, our deep and lasting gratitude to thoxe Christian men and women 
whoin oue hour of need came for vard and helped us so largely, not a'one with the 
material sinews of war, but with that sympathy which, coming at, the time i+ did, 
warned the uncivilized world that they were jeolated in their acts, and were the 
exce; tions—that right thinking men and women in alt parts of the world kiiow no 
difference towards a man because he isa Jew; that they feel that common 
ment of humanity which leads every man and womin to condenin in the stronges 
terms oppression, and to show «ympat iy with the oppres-et, (Cheers), To thoae 
men and women of England and elsewhere wao. came. forward in the hour of. our 
need I tender the thanks not only of this Association, but of every Jew and Jewess 
throughout the leneth and breadth of the worl’.

Nanconforniist. bodies—men of all distinctions of creed and religions came 
forward and uttered their solemn ‘protest againas abomiaabd'’s erad.t@ whict vis- 
lated every instinct of humanity and justice. All the thousands which were rub- 
séribed to the Mansion Hore Fand. would bave. been but.as a drop of water in the 
ocean, would have been able only to have relieved a few pressing cases nearest at 
hand. but would have done nothing towards staying the tide of cruelty towaris our 
race if it had not demonstrated that thosa who sto ruthlesa‘y employed the means of 
persecut ion. were acting in direct opp sition to publi } opinion, and that. their acts 
were condemued by the civilize} world Those who have p reecuted the Jews in the 
name of relicion havé thus beén com; elled to admit that they ara in-the minority 
ard have-been cnilty of deeds of oppression and tyranny worthy only of those dark 
centuries when the licht of civilization was »hut out.by the artificial shattera of 
barbariem.

from the reeollection and the deep wounds made would heal over. I will 
not advert more to this subject which we ehall have for months, perhaps for 
ycars, foremost in our hearts, The work of the Association has been beneficent 
wherever Jews are in a state of ignorance, poverty, or oppression—where the atate 
of things has not been the fault of the Government, but in consequeace of the 
irnorance ofthe people themselves. In such cases the Association has done great 
good by founding schools, seeing that they are well administered, and in providing 
occupation for numbers of Jews scattered in Eastern Europe, Western Asia, and the 
North of Africa, Andin doing this we have opened doors to them through which 
they may pass to places of trust and honour. But we have still an enormous amount 
of work to do in that line, fora'though this movement has been on foot for the last 
eleven years, there are still enormous populationa requiring our assistance. 
The sams of money needed for this work are far beyond our reach, yet as the good 
eed has been planted we hope it will grow up of itself, The field of our operations 
is ever widening and the beneficent action of the Association is ever increasitg, 
‘ilcar hear.) Before I sit down I am asked to call your attention to the Alexandrian 
biued aconeution, Lam happy to say that we were able successfully to defend the 
unfortunate Baruch family who are about to settle on the coast of Italy, 
‘he motion was then put to the meeting and carried.

Mr. LEOPOLD ScH Loss than moved a vote of thanksto Baron Henry de Worms for . 


the eminent eervices which he had rendered during the past year. He said that 
lv years ago they elected Baron de Worms as theie President, and in so doing con- 
ferred an honour upon him, He was then young and-untried. Years had passed 
since then, the Association had increased in numbers and importance, and if it was 
an honour to Baron de Worms to be the President of the Association (and he admitted 
it Was) it was equally an honour to the Association to have a man Jike him at their 
head, (lear, hear.) To the members of the Council who had worked with him, he 
ned not say what kind of chairman he was, for they one aud all could bear witaees 
to his courteousnets and affability on all occasions, Often had they been carried 
away by his eloquence, and more often still had they done well in following his 
alivice which was full of sound common sense. Wherever their President went he 
distinguished himself. Iie made a name and position for himself in the House of 
Commons, And why had he made for himeelf a position there? Because on every 
fitting occasion he raised his voice on behalf of his oppressed brethren, and it was 
well known that there was not a member of that house whose heart did not respond 
to bis when he did so. (Hesr, hear.) He would only refer to their President's 
specch in Parliament (reprinted in the report) to say that neither the Baron nor any 
Of ios fellow-subjects expected that bis action would lead to diplomatic interference ; 
but the speech had its effect becanse one friendly word of sympathy spoken in thac 
assembly did more good than the most bulky and voluminous of petitions, In every 
Jewish home the name of Baron de Worms had become a househo!d word ; and where 
Jews were oppressed-he was looked upto as one of the champions of God's race, 
thank God there were many but he was one of the most distinguished. (Applause. ) 
The Rev. Professor MARKS in seconding the motion eaid the office devolving 
upou Lim was a formal one, because in every page of the voluminous report before 
them they met with evidence of the services of their President ; but inasmuch as the 
Russian affair like Aaron's rod swallowed up everything else, he could not help 
making & tow remerks on tiat subject. Ile took rather a more hopeful view 
than their Vrosident had taken. of the future of the Jews in Russia, not that he 
anticipated anything from the kindness and considerationof the Russians, bat he 
anticipated much fromthe effects of pressure brought to bear upon them Not 
only had the populations of Europe and America pronounced indignation against 
the Rursian Government and all that it had saffered to goon, but there was 
something elsé which hal touched the Russiana more than indignation out of doors, 
and Liat through their pocketa, They began to find, as Spain found after she had 
drives: owt the Jews, that her commerce sank to nothing and that her exchequer 
became lower and lower, and so already we had had intimation from merchants 
in Moscow that the general trade of the country had greatly suffered and that the 
hativia, exchequer, bo Coubt, was also affected, . He looked more to pressure of this 
kicd than to any inherent feeling of humanity throughout that great empire for the 
amelioration of the condition of the Jews in the future. A!so, he could not help 
thinking that the President in his observations had rather over-stated. the differ- 
ences of opinion among the Jews as to their common action. He thought that 
the chairman had attached more importance to differences of opinions as to the 
mole of carrying an objectinto effect, beeause, as regarded the object itself, there 
Was perfect unanimity among the Jewe, Of course, where many opinions had to be 
cConsu.ted there were sure to. be differences as to any particular mode, but he did 
not think that there waea single Jew in Europe or America who had the means 
Ofaeisting in this great straggle who had shown himeelf behind-hand or. indis- 
Posed to act, and therefore he sail with regard to the object itself there had been 
pericct unanimity amonget the Jews, and iaasmuch as there never was a great evil 
without bringing tolightsome corresponding good, he could not help recognizing the 
presence of good in this great trial. 
fered great evils to fall on humanity in order that the finer chords of human feeling 


- Might be brought out which otherwiee would never have been touched (cheers). 


And no feeling could have been finer than the spontaneous and unanimous desire to 
‘tand forth on behalf of our oppressed brethren, and he was sure if what Mr, 
Mocatta had just said turned out to be true, if there would still be calls on our 
fymypatlhies and purses we might well calculate on the resources of those who had 

éel\ing hearts, and who looked on the Jewe, whether in Russia or at the extreme 
poles, as belonging to. one common brotherhood. It was also no slight advantage 
that this act of persecution had brought out as had been stated by the President a 
nodie and chivalrous feeling on the part of Englishmen without reference to creed. 
(Hear, hear), They had shown great regard for the Hebrew race. He differed from 
the hon. gentleman who called theJews a “ nation,” He did not admit that they 
were & nation now, he admit«d that they were a race only, and a part of 
every Nation amonget whom they were born, (Hear, hear.) He was 


glad to think that the time had come when those cruel and antiquated 
prejucices which met the Jews at every step some thirty or forty years ago, when 


pr attempted to be placed on a footing of equality in England, had completely

ed out ; aud whether it was the education which the Jews bad received, whether 
‘Was the improvement in the habits of the lower classes themselves, or whether it

happiness to find that prejudice was now laid low, that the difference between Jew 
and non-Jew consisted in thie: who should most contribute by his talents, by his 
national life, and by his exertions, for the promotion of the good of their common 
country. (Loud applause), 

The motion having been carried by acclamation, 


The Prestpent ssid he was deeply touched both by the kind words which fell 
from the proposer and seconder of the motion, and by the unanimity with which 
the motion had been received. In thanking them he felt that to some extent he 
was being paid for the labour he might have had in connection with thie great 
enterprise. They could not possibly confer a greater honour on him than ocontinuin 
the confidence they reposed in him as the head of this great Association, le desire 
to correct a slight misapprehension into which the Kev, Prof. Marks had fallen, 
When he (Baron de Worms) alluded in his speech to want of union amongst Jows 
he did not allude to want of union in purpose—(hear, hear)—bat of union in action. 
He begged to point out. the great distinction between union in purpose and union 
in action. There was no question that every Jow waa animated by the same feeling 
with regard to the persecution of their brethren, but there might be great differ- 
ences of opinion in existence as to the best method of obtaining a practical result 
for their action. What he wished to point out was that ata moment of danger there 
should be union of action, otherwise the inference might be drawn that there was 
want of union of purpose, (Hear, hear). Then the rev. gentleman took exception 
to his calling the Jews a “nation.” He (Baron Worms) maintained that they wero 
a nation—a ecattered nation not separated in any way from te populations of the 
countries in which they lived, performing all the offices of good citizens, and. 
deserving still to be called a nation, He hoped that he himeelf was a member of 
the scattered nation, thongh not the less‘an Englishman. (Applause), 

The Rev. Joe. RABINOw!ITz, late of Cape Town, moved the next resolution—a 
vote of thanks to the Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, the Council and the 
Executive Committee of the Assoviation, He said that in South Africa 
he had been labouring in the same cause, and he was happy to say that 
to some extent he had succeeded in making the namo of Jew respected. 
He regarded with much tatisfaction the fact that it was at Cape Town that 
the first public meeting, convened and presided over by the Mayor, was held for the 
purpose of protesting against the atrocities on the Jews in Russia, and what was 
more, no less than £4,000 was collected in aid of the sufferers, (lear, hear), The 
rev, gentleman stated that, encouraged by what had been done in Cape ‘Town, ho 
tried to initiate a movement in Mauritias, from whence he received a most cordial 
and encouraging letter from the Bishop ; then in Rio, where he received the co- 
operation of the English, French, Spanish, Portuguese, and German Consuls, and 
from whence £500 had been forwarded to Londen. 

Mr. Jesse SELIGMAN, of New York, seconded the motion. Asa Jew, he said, 
he was ready at all times to tender his thanks tothoee who deserved praise, and from 
what he knew of the Anglo-Jewish Association he was quite ready to return his 
heartfelt thanks to their officers, not only for the good that they had done, but for 
the good which they intended todo, Hedid not want them to think that he had 
come 3,000 miles for the purpose of making a few remarks, but it was cheering to 
him to know that the Jews ia the United States, as well as in Kogland and all oves 
the Continent, had oaly one object in view, and that was to do good to the oppressed 
whether Jew or Gentile. Le felt assured that if they followed the instructions of 
their worthy Chairman they would do good all over the world, 

The resolution having earried, 

Sir JULIAN GoLpsMID, whose name was associated with it, said it was the 
business of every Jew, whether a member of the Anglo-Jewish Association or not, 
to do his best for his brethren, whether in Rassia, in England, or in any other part 
of the world. For that reason he hailed with pleasure the presence to-day of gentle- 
men from various parts of the world. On one side of the room was a gentleman 
bearing a honoured name in America—a namo not unknown to this Assooiation—— 
and on the other side a gentleman honourably pursuing his calling in South Africa, 
but who was born in the very midst of the district where the outrages and 
atrocities had been committed which had filled them with so much indignation and 
sorrow. It was a source of satisfaction to the officers of the Association to know that 
their efforts had spread so widely and were so fully recognized. He trusted that the 
Association would exist as long asa the Jewish name, that it would go on prospering 
and doing its best to vindicate the principlea which they represented, 

Mr. ELLIS. FRANKLIN (Treasnrer) moved a vote of thanks to the Anditors, and: 
remarked that the claims upon the Assoviation were now tenfold more than they 
were able to meet and suggested that there should be an inctease in the annual 
subscription, 

Mr, Isaac Jacons (Melbourne) seconded, It appeared to him that there waa 
a great deal of work yet to be done by the Association, and that in critical times the 
officers of the Association required the fullest and most wide-spread co-operation, In 
Australia the Jews received the kindliest co-operation of Christians, 

The resolution was carried. 

Mr. H. H. Cou.ins, in returning thanks, drew attention to the balance-sheet, 
which showed that the Association had £340 with which to mest liabilities of £57), 
He strongly urged that the subscription should be increased. | 

Mr. B. Krscu moved a vote of thanks to the Lesorary officers and committecs of 
the branches of the Association, and observed that out of the total income about one 
half was contributed by the branches in thia country and abroad, He regarded 


this as a good sign of the vitality of the Association. 


Mr. Henny Harr séconded. 

Mr. Ceci. Q. HexnigtKs, in the absence of his brother, the President of the 
Manchester Branch, briefly returned thanks, __ 

Mr. P. MaAGNuUs moved and Mr. Lionge. E. Pyke seconded @ vote of thanks to the 
Secretary, the Rev, A. Léwy, who, they said, was indefatigable in his eiforts on behalf 
of the Association. and ita objects, | 

The Rev. A. Léwy, in returning thanks, emphasised what had been said by 
previous speakera as to tho necessity of increasing the funds at the disposal of the 
Association. ‘The cost of the report, postage and other expenses incidental to send -’ 
ing copies to subscribers left very little out of the Gve-shilling subscription for the 
purposes of the / ssociation, |

JEWISH LAW AND MODERN LIFE. 
«FIRST ARTICLE. , 
Iw our last issue we drew attention to a letter ia a previous number raising 
the question whether the electric light could be legitimately used by Jews 
on the Sabbath. The problem may seem a trivial one, but in trath it is 
only a minor form of the great problem of the age for Judaism : the neces- 
sary modification of Jewish law to meet the vastly increasing complexities 
of modern lie. As the Shulchan Aruch was a wodification of the T'urim 
as the Turim adapted the Yad Hachazaka, as the Yud Hachazaka modified 
while seeming to codify the Gemura, as the Gemara altered the Mishna, 
and as this Jast adapted the Torah to the wants of the time, so the time has 
evidently come when modifications and alterations must be even admitted in 
the time-honoured fabric of the Shulchan Aruch. 

It might seem at first sight, we might almost say, it will seem at first 
sighta bold proposal to suggest that the Shu/chan Aruch requires alteration to 
meet the wants of the time. Yet scaréely any one will deny that there are 
hundreds of oecasions when a rigid enforcement of the laws of our religious 
code would not only be an intolerable restriction on the requirements of 


modern life but an evident infraction of the spirit of the Divine Law of 


which it is the adaptation. On most of these occasions the ultra orthodox 


are content tacitly to allow its obsolescence so long as they need not take 


-any public notice of its having fallen into abeyance. This policy, in reality 
a very liberal one, though somewhat timid, cannot always be resorted to 
and there remains the difficulty that when a point does arise publicly, the 
Nhulchan Aruch has to be defended through thick and thin. 

The genera! principle usually urged for retaining all the minutie of 


our official code is the real'y mischievous one of “the thin end of the | 
wedge,” as it is called. “If you break one you will break all,” cries the | 


religious Tory of the good old school, ‘I must break one, then why not 

break all?” is the logical answer of the Jewish Radical]. Both are in the 

wrong, yet the latter is really carrying out the false reasonIng of the former, 

A reference to history will show that both are really wrong, and both equally 
right in their treatment of Jewish law. 

Everyone nowadays owns that many of the laws of the Pentateuch, 
¢y., those on slavery, were intended solely for the epoch of their promalga- 
tion. Rabbi Gersnow and his colleagues, in the celebrated edict of 1,000 
a.p., recognized that the Biblical laws of marriage were restricted in their 
scope. In the development of Jewish legislation, roughly sketched in our 
first paragraph, it was a clearly recognized principle that at each stage laws 
previously valid fell into abeyance, that new laws were introduced and modi- 
fications of the old were made as occasion: called for them. The Masters 

felt that they were handing on a living principle for the guidance of Israel, 
and claimed and exercised the right of sitering its application so as to keep 
up its integrity. 

Of course, it must be granted that the modifications chiefly made were 
by way of omission ; thus, outside the Holy Land the laws of tithe and 
fallow were abrogated, and, with the fall of the Temple, sacrifices were 

- abolished. Whereas nowndaya the changes, if made consistently and 


thoroughly, would often have to transgress the letter of the Law. The 


reason of this is, however, tolerably obvious, Up to very recent times 
human life had not fandamentally changed its condition since Biblical times, 
Till the epoch of Warr and Srerugnson, the social basis was agricultural, 
the Constitution feudal, and life still customary. Nowadays nous avons 

changé tout cela. The centre of national life has shifted from the field to 


_ the factory, the constitution of society is democratic, and life is raled by 


competition, not custom. The direct application of reason to human affairs, 
the modern spirit that seeks to know whether an act is reasonable, and is 


_ hot content with knowing that our forefathers did it, all this is but the out- 
come of the same large sweep in human affairs, and has placed Judaism for 
__ the first time in the world’s history somewhat out of accord with the Bpirit | 


Of the Age i in praetical matters. 
A serious chasm has hereby been between theoretical and 


out more strongly than in the United States, the most modern of all lands. 
The vagaries of reformed Judaism in America should have their lessons for the 
more moderate reformers as well as point a moral for strictest orthodoxy, 
The highest reason of the day has grasped tho truth that man cannot live 
by reason alone, that the emotions have their right and must be consulted in 
the ideal of life which we call religion. And of these emotions, those that 
lift us most outside ourselves, those that are least selfish and therefore among 
the most religious are the historic sentiments, © These bind our lives with the 
past and sanctify their petty duration asa link in theages, Now, such feelings 
cannot “live in the air” so to speak; they must take a local habitation and 
a name, and these they do most éfilciently in national memorials and obser- 
vances. The ultra reformer is leaving all this out, leaves oat all inspiration, 
all warmth and all imagination from religion. 

It is then in the strength of these historic feelings that Judaism has 
found its strongest hold and proved the profound wisdom of its originating 
principle, And while those feelings last, so long will the grand historic 


customs of Judaism, customs sanctified by. their source and hallowed by their _ 


history, still retain their hold on the hearts of Jews, But while these 
emotions afford an eternal base for Judaism and its practices, they also 
supply a principle for their modification, When customs have cease! to 
chime in with the feelings of the time, they fail to serve their original 
purposes and become dead in all spiritual senses, The principle is doubtless 
a somewhat dangerous one for application on the strength of private fecliag. 
But. there always exists a salutary check in the force of pablic opinion, which 
decides how far one can go. and no further, 

We have not looked at this question ag a matter of theology ; it come: 
home to the life of everyone as a matter of practical concerti, ani as suc 
we have treated it. No one: with the slightest feeling of reverence for 
Judaism will allow that Jewish observances are in a very satisfactory state 
nowadays, whether in theory or practice, This should not be so while 
Jewish intellect still retains its old power of combination and adaptation and 
Jewish feeling still beats high-in every Jéwish heart. The iatellect will:aid 
the discovery of new means as it has so often done of old. The heart 
will keep up life in the o!d enits as it has always done ia the 
past. One dilemma cuts its ways with Gordian promptitale through 
all ‘these perplexities, Either Judaism is reasonable or not, 
If it be not reasonable, it stands little chance of surviving in the strazgle 
for existence. If it- be reasonable, it need fear no assau't from reason only 
supposing the attack be fair and above board. Meanwhile we may feel 
confident that as Jewish law has yet been able to adapt itself to all the 
changes of social life up to the nineteenth centary, it ia not likely to 


| succumb to the task of adaptation at the pereeet day.

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


Oor Ruseian Hebrew contemporaries dwell with satisfaction on the change 
for the betier which has taken place in the porition of the Jowa in Russia as 
far as eceatity of life and property is concerned, through the firm and energetic 
meaeurea adopted by Count Tolstoi, the new Minister of the Isterior. The 
attitude of the Minister has favourably reacted on several of the chief and loval 

Guverocrs who have aseumed a Leiter tone towards the Jows. 
: A Ministerial order haa heen issued regulating the stay of foreign Tewish 
merchants in Russia. According to thie order ench Jows ouly will bo per- 
mitted to trade in Roesia as hold the position of Merchants of tho First Guild 
and who pay the contribations arising therefrom. Porinission to trada ia the 
country will have to be obtained from three of the Ministers, via., the President 
of the Council and the Ministers of Finance and the Interior. ‘The duratbon of 
the residence of foreign Jews in the border or castoms districts is limited to ene 

ear. 
7 At the request of the Governor-General of Odessa, special “marks of honour 
aod rewards bave been conferred on thirty-two orthodox priests m the districte 
of Elizabethgrad and Cherton, for their praiseworthy conduct in protecting the 
Jewe during the tiota which took place in May of last year, 

The Jewieh Emigration Society at Ananicif, having, accoriing to the Rusti 
Evrei applied to Dr. Adler for assistance, was told ia reply that.oa no accouut 
were its members to leave the country, since they would not be received in 
America, whilst Palestine was not euited for cclonization, The Society beed- 
Les of thia warning, bas nevertheless sent a delegate to Oonstautinopie to 
‘arrange for a settlement in the Holy Land. 

General regret is expreesed by the Jewish journalain Russia at the death 
of M. Makari, the metropolitan of Moscow, who in many ways befriended the 
Jews during the troubled peried throngh which they have passed within the 
‘ast fifteen months. At hie recommentation the Metropolitan of Kieff and the 
Chief Precurator of the Holy Synod, ordered the priests ia the towns and 
villages to impress on their congregations how iniqutous were the acts of 
violence perpetrated againet the Jews, and that they should live in concord and 
ainity with their fellow creatures, no matter what their creed might be. 

Minor disturbances continne to be reported from Bielisk and from towns 
in the districts of Wrodno, Wilna, Podolia, and Tchernigoff, but the acts of those 
who participated therein were chietly of an isolate’ character and were for the 
most part-confined to robbories. The local anthorities in every instance acted 
with despatch in securing the arrest of the malefactors. 

Several Cieastrovs tires have occurred within the last few weeks, the moat 
serious being at Niejin and at Soovosk (ia ths Government of Tcheraigufl). In 
the first named town the greatcr part. of the property destroyed belonged to 
Christians, but on the other hand a Jew lost hie life during the fire. At 
Snovoerk where the damages amount to 80,000 roubles, only seven houses belong- 
ing to Christians and three belonging to Jews were left standing. 

Letters bave been addressed to the Golos and other journals complaining of 
the hardship which is intlicted on peasants by the operation of tho neW law 
forbidding Jews to carry on business on Sundays and Christian festivals. It is 
pointed out that as trade i# almost entirely in the hands of the Jews, the 
pessante and inbebitants of villages remote froin the towns are now put to the 
expense of losing a day's work in order to make their purc!ases on thogo days 
whea the Jewish shops are open. The business of hawking ia not yet fuliy 

~ developed tu Russia, and it.ie only in the towns that any trade is carried on.

New. York, but efwaya for settling them in such callings ag wil enable them: to 
observe their religious practices.” And Mr, Alexander's written inuetractions 
Were most distinctly for sctilement of cases sent from London “ in euch 
pations as will admit of the due observance of their religious rites.” Mr,

We have been favoured with a copy of the joint report issued by the 
Amsterdam Local Committee, and by the Central Russian Relief Committee for 
Holland, of the work done by these bodies siace their formation in April last. 
Within a period of two months the cases of 443 refugecs from Kuesia had been 
dealt with, and with few exceptions all ihese persons bad been sent to America, 
Especial strees is laid in the report on the fact that among all! the refugees ti ere 
was only one dealer ia spirits, the majority being able workmen of every 
description, The Central Committee, impressed with the difficulties sursounding — 
the emigration of Russian Jews to the United States of America bave, on the 
vice of competent authorities, entered into a correspondence with the heads of : 


Jewish community in Surinam (Dateb Guiana), whore it is employment 


could be found for 20,000 persons in the planting of sugar canes, cocoa and 
bananas, as well as in gold digging—occupations which would not necessitate 
the desecration of the Sabbath and festivals, and which, with the co-operation 
of the Government, would be of material advantage to the Stato iteclf, as well 
as to the immigrants. Shonld the replies from Paramaribo, the capital of 
Surinam, whieh are expected during the present month, be favourable, the 
Committeo in Holland proposes to send Russian refugees out to the colony as 
goon as possible; and in order to successfully carry out the movement the 
co-operation would be sought of the Russo-Jewish Committees in other countries. 

The propoeal which was recently made by General Luperon, ox Prosideat 
of the Dominican Republic, to the Barons Rothechild in Paria that fogitives 
from RKuseia’ should be settled in that couatry, has boen received there with 
considerable enthusiasm. Meetings have been held at which comimittees were 
formed for the reception of the immigrants and assurances were given that those 
Jews who were sent to St. Domingo would find a hospitable asylum and apeedy 
employment. There are several Karopean Jowish settlers in the republic, many 
of whom hold high positions in the commercial and financial world. 

The propriotor of a cigarette factory at Magdeburg has taken into hia 


employment a humber of competent worknen selected from among the 


rolugees, and has expressed bin entire satisfaction at their ability and conduct. 
Should this example be followed in other German cities, a large portion of the 
respousibility now resting on the relief committees in that country would be 
shifted from their shoulders, 

A special volunteer medical service has, beea organized at the principal 
railway stations in Prassia for the benefit of Russo-Jewish rofugoos travelling 
im that coustry.

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THE BLOOD ACCUSATION IN) HUNGARY: 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BUDA-PESTH, 29TH, 1382, 

Whilat you were probably entertaining the belief that the body of Esther 
Solymosy had been found, we Jews in this city, and in Hungary generally, 
have been passing throcgh @ time of great. anxiety and fear. Since Sunday, 
the 18th inet, thatia to say, since the body of the pretended Esther waa fished 
up in the Theiss, near Tieza-Dada, public opinion has undergose au unfavoaradle 
change, and instead of uur seeing the hope realized that the imprisoned Jews 
would be releared from want of proof, we have bad the daily misfortase to leara 
of freeh Jewish victims to the diegraceful calumny ; and such is the agitation 
throughout the country, worked up I need scarcely say, by anti Jowish journals, 
that the gravest fears existed for an ontbreak against the Jews which it was 
expected would bave occurred on Sunday last. Thanks, however, to the ener- 
gétic attitude of the Premier, Herr Tisza, and the Ministry, the dreaded day 
pasted over without any disturbances, the results of which woull have been 
digastrone in the extreme. 

After the finding of the corpae, it was reported that the motner and sister 
of Eether Solymory, ae well as a large number of the inhabitants of Tieza- 
Eezlar, hed identified it as that of the niissing girl, and asthe body bore 10 
traces of violence, great wae the joy among the Jews on learning that their 
inpocence bad thus been triamphantly proved. But the Commireion of Loquirg, 


‘from which Jews had been tigourously excluded, artived at the conclusion 


that.on anatomical grounds, the body could not be that of Esther Solymosy, 
althoogh the clothes on the corpse were undoubtedly those in which eke bad been 
attired. We have thus to deal with a puzzle, the explanation of which accord- 
ing tosome malevolent tongues was tl at in order to obtain tLe promised reward 
of 5.0.0 florina, a strange body had beea clothed in the garmeute of the girl 
Solymosy ; and when it was found that no application was made for the reward, 
the same tonguca averred that the affair was a stratagem on the part of the 
Jews in crder to ceceivé the. tribunal and thus defeat tho ends of. justice. 


There cculd be vo question bere of a fresh murder, for the antopsy showed that 


the corpee was that of a person who hal died from disease of the laogs. 
Inquiries were made at the hospital and elsewhere as to whether a dead body 
had been stolen, bet up te the present these inquiries have remaine t fruitless 
The boatmen, who alleged that they bad found the body in the Theiss, had 
disappeared, but fortunately they were found a few days ago and arr. sted, 
The artesta, which take place datly, are based on the very slightest circametan- 
tial evidence. In fact, as 1 have already remarked, the entire affair bas become 
an enigma. and is so full of contradictions, that one piece of news gives the 
lie to another, and every telegram contradicts the one which preceded i-.. Tne 
Jews of Tirza- Eezlar thoniseives have added to the mystery by declaring that 
the corpee of arecently deceased child had beea removed from its grave in. the 
Jowish cemetery. 

In contradistinction tc. the vile aspersions and falae statements of tha anti: 
Semitic press, it satinfactory to note that a German newspaper published in 
thin city caste grave doubte ou the value of the investigation which has hitheito 
been made. According to this journal, the doctors who exanined the body are 
no autboritics on the subject, and no weight is therefore to be attached to their 
eonclosions ; the judges entertain prejadwed opinions; atid floaily, the ci cum- 
stance must pot be overlooked that tho nearest relatives and frieads of Esther 
Solytiosy did recognizs heria the Lody found.ia the Theiss, Tho cvatlc ing 
opinions wiih regard to this matter have indaced the Goverament .to order a 


fresti inquiry. The corpse, Which has been interred, will in all probability be 


exhumed, aud eul jected to atother and most searchiog examinatioa by some of 
the highest anatomiats of the land. The Attorne§-Gieneral Kozma, next 
to the Prime Minister himeelf, views the affair from the must unbiassed and 
fairest of standpoints, has determined to proceed to the ecene of the mystery, in 
order to conduct in person the further investigation. The C.binet, which wet 
specially on the 27th iost. to deliberate on the affair—and to a'tead the meeting 
of which Herr Tieza came up from his country residence—bas given the most 
satisfactory assurances to the Jews, and has expressod the hope that the case 
will soon take a new and favourable direction. 

W at firet suspicion was cast solely on the Jews, several.of whom have 
been mercilcesly incarecrated-in prison, sone Caristians bave now. likewise 
been armcsted, Suspicion In cially directed against the peasaut woman al 
Evzlar, in whoge house Esther was employe asa servact. It is well 
known that on the day ef her disappearance a violent altereation took place 
between the gitl and her mis'ress who is known to be a virago of the deepest 
dye, in fact a regular Xanthippe. What gives colour to the suspicion levelled 
at this wowan isthe circumestauee, that about an hour after Estlerc's disappear- 
ance she said to the girl's sister that she could not understand where Esther 
had gone to and that probably some calamity had befallea her. Oa beiog 
preesed by the sister to state what this calamity could be, she replied that Eather 
might have been murdered by the Jews, aa thoy used blood for the celebra 


‘tion of their Passover It would the shrew Hal throwa oat. the hiat 


about the Jews in order to divért saspicion from her, 

The circum+tance I have just mentioned has only been mate known 
within the last day or two, end throws an entirely new light on the mystery, 
which we may now hope will soon be cleared up. Mach is expected from the 


intervention of the Deputy who bas underiakea the defeuce of 


the uofortunate Jewish-prisovers accused of the murder of Esther Solpmosy. 
He has expreesed Limeei{ as morally convinced of their innoc-uce, and relies 
with ceriaity on the belief that thers guiltlessness will soon be proved to the 


world, May this belief soon be fulfilled. It cannot too often be repeated hew 


much we Jcws owe to the enlightened spirit and energetic ection ef the Prime 
Minister. But for hie setateamaniike as weil as hamane measures, there is no 
doubt that bloody scenes would have been witnessed in many parte of Hungary.

THE JEWS ITALY. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } 


ROME, JUNE 307w, 1899, 

As my eommunications to your journal have been unavoidably interropted 
for several monthe, I shall best do my duty if 1 devote the present letter to a 
retrospect of recent events which have more or less directly affected the Jews 
in this country. 

‘Italy bas recently bad occasion to deplore the loss of several distingnishea 
men, prominent among whom I may name the Minister Lanza, who was head 
of the Government in 1870, when Italy made Rowe its capital, aad General 
Garibaldi, a real hero, who on the battle-field was as invulnerable as the renowned 
Achilles of antiquity. Taess two mon, albeit they were not Jews, ever evinces] 
a great affection for our race, aod the Vessillo Israelitico has therefore mado 
itself the exponent of the feelings of regret felt by the Jewish community at 
their loss, The families of the deceased have seat letters of acknowledgment 
to the Editor of. your contemporary. : 


In addition to these political deaths, we have to mourn the deaths of tho 


Rabbis Mainster, of Rovigo, Farki and Tolosa of Leghorn, and many other mea 
of note. Rabbi Mainster, who was the first to. propose the publication of the 
Italian translation of the Bible by the late 8S. D. Luzzatto and his successor, was 
ove of the best scholara turaed oat by the R.bbinical Seminary at Padaa: ay 
modest as-he was learned, he has forbidden any pinegyric or biography during 
the first year after his death. Tie two otner Rabbis of Leghorn were pro 
f: seed scholars in Hebrew, and the second, Tolosa, for several years filled the 
office of President of the Beth Din. 

Ou the 10th of May there was held at Modena a Conference for the purpose 
of establishing a Rabbinical Seminary, the promoters of the scheme being the 
Grand Rabbi of Mantua, the Chevalier M- Mortara and Baron Joseph Treves of 
Padua. Twenty of the most Lonoured members of the Jewish community in the 
Porinsula took part in the proccediags, among thein being the Commanier 
Alatri of Rome, Commander Vivante of Venice, the Chevalier Vivanti of Ancona 
and the Chevalier L. Ravenna of Ierrara, 


The discussions were extremely intereatiog and lasted several hours, the - 


presidential chair being filled by the Grand Rasbi Mortara. The Conferencs 
unanimously expressed the wish that the new Seminary should be established at 
Kome. Ip order to fiad the necessary ways and means to carry out tho project, 
the atrsembly appointed a Committee from ite own body, which was chargel 
with the task of ad iréssing an a! for coatriba to every Jewish congre- 
gation in the kingdom. Several congregations have already given a favourable 
response to the appeal. The same Committee has also been instructed to 
ela»orate the statutes of the Sominary, which will have to be approvel by the 
representatives of the congregations contributing towards its creation, and. by 
individeals who make gifts of not less than 150 francs io rentes. It has been 
decided that the Semioary shall contain three classes of students, viz, those 
intended to become (1) Chasanim, Schochetim, and Mohelim, (2). Maschilim
